A NIGHT OF TERROR AND STRUGGLE 
ABOARD THE BIG TUG SEA KING. 


Towed Barges Washed Away by the. 
‘Fierce Waves—Drifting About in a 
Blinding Snow-Storm-Only One Man 
and a Boy Taken Off the Foundering 
Vessels — Asleep During Danger — 
Storm News in General. 
NEW LONDON, Conn., Jan. 8. — The 
worst disaster that has happened in Long 
Island Sound in years occurred last night, 
and became known this morning when the 
big tug Sea King, Capt. Olmstead, arrived 
here in a thick fog. The Sea King left 
Hammonds Flats on Thursday evening at 5 
o'clock. She was bound to Providence, with 
five barges, all but one consigned to Provi- 
dence. The barges were coal-laden, and 
carried 3,800 tons. The tug came through 
to the Race last night, at about 5 o'clock, 
with clear weather and a west wind, which 
continued until nearly 11 o'clock, at which 
time the tow was six miles west of Point 


| Judith. Then the wind shifted to the east, 


and at 12 o’clock it had increased to a gale. 
It was apparent that it was to be a flerce 
struggle to get through if the gale held on, 
and if it increased it would be doubtful if 


the tug and her tow would survive. 
waves broke over the tug, flooding her 
cabin, and the air was filled with snow, so 
that it was impossible to see hardly the 
length of the boat, ; 

The captain and the pilot were at the 
wheel of the tug. They headed off shore. 
The storm was as fierce at 2 o’clock as ever. 
It was then seen that the tow had n 
broken apart and that the barges were 
going adrift, and several were seen to 
ounder. The head barge foundered at about | 
6 o’clock this morning, and then the hawser 
was cut. The tug lay by in the vicinity 
until 8:30 o’clock, to rescue any of the people 
aboard the barges. One man and a boy 
were taken off one barge before she went 
down, but to save another life was impossi- 
ble, for the tug could not get alongside of 
the barges, nor dared she turn from head- 
ing out to sea. She did turn, finally, and 
took off the crew of the Nettie.

AN EXCELLENT MEASURE. 


The bill introduced by Representative 
Bartholdt for the appointment of a com- 
migsion to investigate the pollution of 
water supplies where such pollution af- 
fects, or threatens to affect, the sani- 
tary condition of the people of more than 
one State is an excellent measure. The 
subject is becoming of greater importance 
as the country grows, and the problem 
of disposing of the enormous sewage 
output of cities becomes more pressing. 
The time is approaching when the rivers 
can no longer carry the burden of sew- 
age thrown into them without endan- 
gering the health of all who live on 
their banks and are compelled to use 
their waters. ‘ 

The subject calls for the attention of 
Congress, because no one city or State 
can protect its people from the injury 
inflicted by the people of another city or 
State. The Chicago drainage canal, for 
instance, if it can be proved a menace 
by investigation, is a menace to all 
dwellers on the [Illinois and Mississippi 
Rivers, and is therefore a proper sub- 
ject for Federal action. 

The careful and skillful investigation 
of the subject by a competent commis- 
sion would doubtless be of great value 
in suggesting a safe and practical meth- 
od of disposing of the sewage of cities, 
It might be found a necessary precau- 
tion to forbid by law the pollution of 
rivers with sewage, and then to compel 
all cities to dispose of their sewage by 
some approved scientific method which 
will not only prevent deleterious influ- 
ences on health, but will save for use 
the valuable material wasted by present 
irrational methods.

CHURCHILLS AND MARLBOROUGHS., 


The death of Lord Randolph 
Churchill at a comparatively ear- 
ly age, and under pecullarly pain- 
ful circumstances, naturally draws 
more or less attention to the his- 
toric family whose name he bore. Singu- 
larly enough, though John Churchill was 
created Duke of Marlborough in 1702, 
there has not been another Churchill 
since of sufficient note to obtain mention 
in a cyclopedia of biography—unless the 
man who has just died proves an excep- 
tion. One would think that in all these 
hundred and ninety-three years there 
would have been some scion of this illus- 
trious stock to rise above the dull level 
of common-place mediocrity. 

This remarkable deficit in brains has 
been explained by the fact that Mari 


borough’s only son died young, and the 


title descended through one of the daugh- 


ters, who may be supposed to have trans | 


mitted the mental characteristics of the 
mother rather than the father. But the 
authors of this very lame 


explanation | T: 
either forget or ignore the masterfuli A 


swer was characteristic and decisive: 
“The woman who has been the wife of 
John, Duke of Marlborough, can never 
forget her elevation sufficiently to form 
another alliance.” 

The inferiority of all subsequent Mari- 
boroughs and Churchills is certainly not 
due to the maternal member of the orig- 
inal pair. Possibly, if not probably, 
great John and great Sarah exhausted 
the brains of the family, and left none 
for transmission to their descend- 
ants. Lord Randolph might have re- 
deemed the record had he retained his 
health, but the hope of such redemption 
seems to have perished with him; for 
the present Duke now 24 years old—is 
apparently as mediocre as were his pred- 
ecessors.

The old saying that “a prophet is not 
without honor save in his own country” 
geems to be particularly applicable to 
St. Louis, and especially so in the mat- 
ter of art work. Quite a number of ex- 
cellent artists, several of them natives 
of the city, have begun their careers here, 
but after a vain struggle to live by their 
art have migrated to other cities, where 
they have won well-deserved fame, and 
even a tardy recognition of their merit 
from those who would not look at their 
pictures when they were painted here at 
home.

But the artists, too, have 
heen somewhat to blame, They com- 
plain that their work is unrecognized, 
and that they themselyes are unknown. 
Yet, though they often do capital work, 
they do not take the proper means to 
bring it before the public—and the pub- 
lic’ does not have time to look up un- 
known geniuses. -There is a complaint 
that the papers do not notice their 
work; but how are the papers to

that the artists have not combined prop- 
erly to make themselves and their work 
known. To be sure,. there have been 
from time to time sporadic attempts at 
exhibitions and sales, but they have never 
been properly managed, and because 
the sales hawe been disappointingly small 
these exhibitions have not been regularly 
repeated. 7 

The announcement of a plan to have 
permanent exhibits, beginning this year, 
is a hopeful sign of a wholesome change. 
But the forming of the plan is the small- 
est part of the work to be done. The 
artists must come together in the right 
spirit, and lay aside petty jealousies. 
They must aid and encourage each other 
by co-operation and appreciation. If the 
organization is formed and maintained, 
and the yearly exhibitions conducted on 
a broad and wise plan, the public will 
awaken to the fact that we have artists 
among us. Even if the first exhibitions 
should not be financial successes, yet 
at least their pictures will have been 
looked at, and in time those who have 
come to scoff will remain to buy. 

Nothing worth having was ever gained 
without patient and persistent effort,and 
until our artists recognize this fact and 
act upon it they will remain unknown 
and our good town will continue to be 
dead in art, without the public encour- 
agement or the atmosphere necessary to 
success.

THE MORAL NOVEL. 

Every year the press turns out vast 
numbers of “moral novels,” which have 
their brief time of success, and are then 
forgotten. This does not mean that the 
novela which survive their time and 
generation are “immoral novels.” Far 
from it. All great novels are moral, 
But.those which are written with some 
distinct moral purpose as their basis are 
doomed to an early death. 

Morals are the spiritual clothing of 
humanity. So, although the human race 
when civilized has always worn clothes, 
yet the fashion of this clothing is ever 
changing with varying times and climes. 
What pleases one generation or race 
seems absurd to the next. 

There is, to he sure, a passing interest 
in the cut of a man’s clothes, but the 
abiding interest is in the man that is 
within the clothes, A perfect description 
of the dresses worn by an assembly of 
people is very well in the society columns 
of a daily newspaper whose destina- 
tion is the waste basket, but a perfect 
description of the people themselves has 
an enduring value. 

Those authors who write with a moral 
purpose always in view, and who sacri- 
fice the humanity of their characters to 
the lesson of their story, forget that in 
the infinite march of progress the race 
is constantly acquiring new and more 
perfect moral attire and discarding the 
old as insufficient and absurd. Of course, 
an author, in order to be true, must 
clothe his characters in the moral cos- 
tumes of his time. What makes his 
work great, however, is the human nature 
which shines through all garments, bod- 
ily and spiritual, of whatever fashion 
they may be. If he stops at the cloth- 
ing he must expect his work to lose all 
interest, save for the historical student, 
when the fashion changes. 

But the most absurd species of the 
moral novel, and one which is particu- 
larly prevalent now; is that the empty 
figure-heads who are called characters 
are not even attired in the morals of 
their time, but are rigged up in bizarre 
and fanciful costumes which never had 
an existence, save in the brain of the 
author who hopes to ake over the 
universe to suit his own distempered 
notions, 3

AN ELECTRIC LIGHTSHIP. 


Remarkable New Vessel Moved by a 


Giant Cable. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8. The old Sandy 
Hook lightship has been transferred to Corn- 
field Point, Conn., and her place is now oc- 


cupied by what is probably the finest light- 
ship afloat. 

The new vessel throws an electric beam, 
and is the only lightship in the world which 
is operated by electricity. 

Through the courtesy of Capt. Schley, the 
Government Inspector of Light-houses, a 
Sunday Post-Dispatch correspendent was 
enabled to spend a few days on board the 
new vessel and become acquainted with the 
working of an electric light ship. Leaving 
the Tompkinsville dock early in the morning 
on the lighthouse tender John Rodgers, and 
carefully picking a courge down the lower 
bay through the thick hase, the lightship 
hove in sight after a two hours’ run, 

She does not possess any name, but is 
known in the prosaic official phraseology as 
“Sandy Hook No. 51.“ This fact is pro- 
claimed in large white letters painted on 
her red bull. In response to a hail from the 
Captain at the tender a boat was speedily 
manned and lowered from the vessel and 
came alongside. 

The sturdy oarsmen soon landed me on the 
deck of “Sandy Hook No. 51.“ There are 
sixteen men on board the ship, including 
the Captain, second officer and first and sec- 
ond engineer. 

She measures 118 feet in length, with a 
beam of 24 feet. Steel is used almost en- 
tirely in her construction. She is practically 
fireproof. The officers’ cabin and staterooms 
and the accommodations of the men are very 
complete, and her fittings throughout are 
well calculated to render life on a lght- 
ship far from uncomfortable. The principal 
objections are of course the isolation and 
monotony, but these are offset to a consid- 
erable extent by the allowance to each man 
of ten days a month on shore.

DEBS ON TRIAL.

Formal Opening ot the Conspiracy Case 
at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—The formal opening of 
the Debs conspiracy trial in the United 
States Circuit Court took place to-day. 
The twelve jurors selected yesterday were 
sworn and three more defendants put in 
appearance, making nineteen of the thirty- 
eight left on the omnibus indictment who 
are trial. 

Judge Grosscup announced that after the 
opening speech for the defense the counsed 
for the defendants might show to the jury 
wherein their clients differed from the posi- 
tion of the leaders. 

Thomas C. Milchrist, one of the special 
counsel for the Government, opened the 
argument. He said that the directors of the 


American R@ilway Union were charged with 
others with conspiring to obstruct and re- 
tard the passage of the United States mail. 
He insisted that the counsel was not defend- 
ing or representing any of the railroads, but 
the Government. He then proceeded to re- 
view the indictment as it set out the partic- 
ular overt act alleged by the Government to 
have been the result and the consequences 
of the conspiracy. He began with tHe 
throwing of a switch at Blue Island, on 
June 30, by Mervin. 

Mr. Milchrist then proceeded with his re- 
view of the indictment, claiming that the 
Government would prove that a conspiracy 
existed between the officers of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union. 

Mr. Darrow followed for the defense. He 
disclaimed any conspiracy in the acts of the 
officers of the American Railway Union 
with the conduct of any of their followers. 
The strike, he said, was a protest of the 
railroad employes against the Pullman Car 
Co.’s treatment of its employes. He alleged 
that if any conspiracy had been committed 
it was by the General Managers’ Association. 
The Government, he said, was being used 
as a cloak by the General Managers’ Asso- 


that sympathizes with Mr. Pullman. He 
added that if the Government did not call 
the members of the General Managers’ As- 
sociation the defense would, and the con- 
spiracy- would then be shown. 

Mr. Harper, for John J. Hannahan, said 
his client was an officer of eie fireman’s 
organization, and had, under the instruc- 
tions of his superior officer, declined to take 

art in the strike, and his overt act, al- 
eged by the indictment, was to call out 
some men on the Fort Wayne road. The 
facts were that the firemen were opposed to 
the American Railway Union, and as great 
animosity existed between the two orders 
as between the strikers and the railroads,

He studied in public 
and private schools, entered Drury Col- 
lege, Springfield, Mo., in 1880, and after- 
wards attended Oberlin Theological Sem- 
inary, where he was graduated in 1887, Aft- 
er two years in the pastorate he éntered 
the graduate school of Harvard Univérsity, 
and secured the degree of A. M. in 1891. He 
has studied in Berlin, Paris and London; 
has traveled extensively, and given especial 
attention to language study, and is an ac- 
tive member of several learned socteties in 
America. Since 1891 he has been pastor 
of the Brighten Congregational Church, 
and has been active in patriotic effort and 
service. In 1892 he was made associate 
editor of the Bibliotheca Sacra, the oldest 
theological magazine in America. In 1894 
he received the honorary degree of D. D. 
from Yankton College.

alysis so clear and powerful that it elicited 
the applause of Democrats and forced the 
admiration of Republicans. 

As he made his remarkable statement of 
the Treasury estimates of receipts from the 
income tax, the shrewd Scotch-Irish face 
of McMillin, the father of that featureof the 
Wilson bill, beamed with delight. The whole 
Democratic phaland broke into a round of 
of applause. Mr. Wilson's forcible 
analysis of the Treasury statement drove 
Democratic phalanx broke into a round 
treat. It was field day. for the Democrats 
and a splendid vindication of the tariff pol- 
icy of the Administration.

The condition of the United States Treas- 
ury and the critical state of the nation’s 
finances now overshadow all other topics 
of news: The Post-Dispatch this morning 
publishes telegrams showing the alarm felt 
by President Cleveland and his oe a | 
and the necessity for prompt action. Here 
are the salient features of the situation: 

In the past two days the Cabinet has held 
special sessions, and the President, it is be- 
lieved, will to-morrow send a special mes- 
sage to Congress, recommending plans for 
immediate relief. In these recommenda- 
tions the demands of the silver men will 
be recognized. 

The banks of New York are raiding the 
Treasury of its gold and holding it for a 
premium. It has not been withdrawn for 
export. 

Another bond issue for $100,000,000 is con- 
templated, and the loan may be negotiated 
in London.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.— President 
Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle have been 
in conference at the White House for the 
greater part of the day, and it is the gen- 
eral impression that on Monday an im- 


portant move will be made by the adminis- 
tration toward checking a further deple- 
tion of the gold reserve. Nothing official 
can be ascertained as to the policy agreed 
upon, but it can be stated on high author- 
ity that the discussion to-day hinged on 
the advisability of a special message to 
Congress before issuing another call for 
bonds. There is no doubt now that either 
@ message embodying specific recommenda- 
tions in regard to relief legislation will be 
transmitted early next week or a bond issue 
for probably $100,000,000 will be decided upon. 
In connection with a bond issue there is 
apparently some foundation for the rumor 
at the Treasury Department that the loan 
will be negotiated abroad. Secretary Car- 
lisle is understood to advocate this course 
in order to defeat the design of the New. 
York banks to force a bond issue to be 
met with gold withdrawn from the Govern- 
ment. 

The impression among those in the con- 
fidence of the President, and with whom 
he has discussed the financial question 
during the past few ddys, is that he will 
write a message. If he does, there is every 
reason to believe it will contain some 
scheme he and Secretary Carlisle discussed 
to-day. There is some talk that Mr. Car- 
lisle’s new proposition will provide for the 
gradual cancellation of greenbacks and 
Treasury notes as they are redeemed, and 
to off-set this contraction of the currency 
dome plan will be recommended for allow- 
ing banks to issue to the par value of 
their bonds and for an increase in the vol- 
—— of silver certificates. based on silver 
coin. 

It may be that the administration will 
not go beyond the substitution of silver 
certificates to the amount of the seignior- 
age, but it is said that Mr. Cleveland is 
willing to go this far in order to secure 
legislation in the manner indicated. The 
fact that several financial propdsitions 
were thoroughly talked over to-day, with 
a view to reaching some decisive action, 
gives much weight to the statement that 
‘ @ message will be forthcoming. 

If che administration urges a bill, it will 
hardly go to the Capitol without some offi- 
cial recommendation for its passage. At- 
torney General Olney, who is opposed to 
the President again addressing Congress 
on the financia] question, was called over 
to the White House again this afternoon, 
ana it is thought that Mr. Cleveland de- 
sired his presence in order to get his opinion 
as to the policy of writing a message to 
accompany a compromise bill. Secretary 
Lamont, who is to a Message, was 
also at the White House for a short time 
this afternoon.

CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 
Secretary, Carlisle carried to the White 
House detailed statistics ag to the receipts 
and expenditures during the operation of? 
the McKinley law and since the enactment. 
of the present account. While the McKinley ) 
law netted the Government more than the 
receipts under the new statute during the 
past five montas, there is every reason 
to believe that from the first of February 
to the close of the year there will be a 
surplus. Secretary Carlisle estimates that 
the deficit on July 1 will be $20,000,000. The 
deficit to date amounts to $36,226,246. The 
receipts justify the expectation that this 
will be cut during the next five months 
to the amount calculated by the Secretary. 
The deficit this month aggregates $8,761,000, 
and of this amount $7,771,000 was on ac- 
count of interest which will not have to be 
paid on any such amount until a year 
hence. The actual deficit for this month 
will not be more than $3,000,000. Next month 
the surplus is likely to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $7,000,000. It will be seen at a 
glance from the figures that the Repub- 
lican assertion about an insufficiency of 
revenue falls short of substantiation.

Nicholas Carlovitch de Giers, the man 
whose power and influence in Russia was 
only eclipsed by the autocratic ruler, has 
passed away. It is believed that the Rus- 
sian Embassador to Austria, , Prince Lo- 
banoff Rosttovski, who is now on a special 
mission to Rome having been charged to

announce to the Pope the accession of Czar 
Nicholas to the throne of Russia, will suc- 
ceed M. de Giers as Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 
De Giers was a Finlander, and in the last 


score of years has had a large part in the 
shaping of events, not only in Russia, but 
in the world at large. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

A diplomat by nature and by education, 
he exercised vast power, inferior only to 
that of the Czar, despite the greater in- 
trigues of nations and the lesser in- 
trigues of courts. His career was marked 
by avoidance of recourse to arms; he was 
a man who preferred to and did gain his 
victories through state-craft. 

Born on May 21, 1820, he was the son of a 
Colonel who came from a great Swedish 
family which settled in Finland be- 
fore the Russians conquered it. e 
educated in the Imperial Lyceum at 
Zarskoje-Seloe, and when 18 years old en- 
tered the Asiatic department of the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs. 4 

The Asiatic hated Russia then, and with 
reason. Young de Giers got knowledge then 
which enabled him years afterward to gain 
much that Russia wanted from Persia, and 
to shatter British influence with the Shah, 
a defeat which England has not yet for- 
gotten. 

De Giers was sent in 1848 as diplomatic 
agent to the headquarters of. . Lue- 
ders, who was Commander-in-Chief dur- 
ing the Hungarian campaign, to help Russia 
to get her grip on the Danubian provinces. 
The Czar was looking toward rkey, to 
which the Danube was but the road. en 
De Giers returned from the Hungarian cam- 
paign, where his diplomacy had achieved 
more lasting triumphs then the Russian 
General’s artillery, he was sent to Con- 
stantinople as First Secretary of the Em- 
bassy to keep the Sick Man” sick. He 
watched the Crimean. war, and the great 
game did not stand the worse for the Czar 


on that account, 1 
Then his hand a red in Moldavia and 
in Wallachia. In 1857 he went to Bessarabia. 
In 1858 he went to Egypt as Consul-General 
Then he appeared again in the Danube prin- 
cipalities. verywhere he made history, al- 
most imperceptibly, without trumpet. or 
sword, except, perhaps, as incidental and 
minor aids. 

In 1863 he was at last in position to move 
against the Asiatic. He appeared at Te- 
heran as Russian Minister, and England's 
influence, long maintained, bitterly defend- 
ed, was broken. He taught Russia how to 
play the game with the Oriental. Cajolery 
or coercion—or, failing either, 8 
the way for the Czar, and De Giers’ meth- 
ed continued with Russian unscrupulous- 
ness by his successors in that field, has 
brought the Czar’s armi to the point 
where they now stand—threatenin En- 
gland's prize, India. He won Asia for his 
master. 

De Giers was then sent to Berne and, aft- 
erwards, to Stockholm. 

In 1875 he became chief assistant to Prince 
Gortchakof, then Minister of ‘Foreign Af- 
fairs, whose favorite niece, the Princess 
Kantakuzene, he married. e reorganized 
the whole diplomatic service of. Russia be- 
fore Czar Alexander II. was assassinated. 

Alexander III. sent De Giers to al) for- 
eign courts to bear the famous friendly 
message on the programme to be adopted. 
Then came the great conference between 
Alexander III. and Emperor William I. at 
Dantzic, Sept. 9, 1881, at which De Giers 
and Bismarck renewed the compact which 
had existed between the late ‘Czar and the 
German Emperor. 

Gortchakof retired in 1882, not quite volun- 
tarily, and Ignatieff, the leader of the Pan- 
Slavist, military German-hating party, 
closed with De Giers in a bitter struggle. 
The Gzar’s sympathies. were with Ignatieff, 
but De Giers won, became Minister of For- 
. Affairs and war was averted. 

e Giers met Bismarck again at Varzin, 
and Europe breathed easier.. Then De Giers 
settled a quarrel with the Holy See ut 
the Polish bishoprics in.a more conciliatory 
manner than Russia had before shown to 
the Pope. 4 

Mme. de Giers died long ago. Their son 
— er his country with hongr as a dip- 
omat. — 

M. de Giers has suffered for years from a 
sluggish liver an onsequent rheumatic 
affection. At one time his death was 
hourly expected, and again this year he 
seemed to have one foot in the grave. But 
he recovered, though he has lived latterly 
in comparative retirement, yet still retain- 
ing his high office. 

A few months before Emperor Alexander 
III. died he bestowed upon M. de Gters the 
decoration oftthe Order of St. Andrew.

sponsibility. He was sent to the constitu- 
tional Congress as a Senator by the State 
lagoas, and later was chosen Vice 
President of the Republic. About the be- 
ginning of 1891 Peizoto’s health compelled 
him to remove from Rio de Janeiro to the 
milder climate of the interior of Brazil. In 
tember of that same year he returned to 
the capital, but his health was still poor. 

On Nov. 8, 1891, Marshal Fonseca, who 
had encountered strong opposition in the 
Congress, dissolved that body and declared 
himself a Dictator. This violation of the 
Constitution was followed twenty days af- 
terward, on Nov. 23, by Fonseca’s resigna- 
tion. He surrendered the office of Presi- 
dent and the guidance of the republic to 
Marshal F. Peixoto as his legal successor. 
The revolution which elevated Peixoto to 
the head of the Government of Brazil was 
led by Admiral de Mello, afterward the 
leader of the naval revolt against Peixoto. 
— was an old and gallant soldier and 
a ot. 

eixoto did not enjoy during his three 
years at the head of the Government one 
day of peace. He committed many errors 
and was often arbitrary; but violence, when 
necessary, according to Cardinal de Retz, 
mar be looked upon as wise. 

The Brazilian Republic owes to Peixoto 
its consolidation, and when the feuds and 
hatred incidental to the turbulent days of 
its beginning have disappeared with the 

ersonages of that sanguinary drama, and 

istory ves its righteous and impartial 
opinion, Marshal Peixoto will unddéubtedly 
be characterized as a true patriot and a 
benefactor of his country. Held by his 
strong arm and influenced by his cool and 
clear judgment, Brazil stands before the 
world as a new Republic, which was able 
to resist and crush a dreadful prorfuncia- 
miento militar—the ‘terrible enemy which 
writes the darkest pages of the histories of 
many wretched peoples. 

President Peixoto hoped for the election 
of a civilian to be his suctessor, and ap- 
plauded the choice of Dr. Prudente de Mo- 

es. Whatever may have been the errors 
of Peixoto, his services to Brazil were im- 
mensely valuable. His illness was the sad 
consequence of the strain incidental to 
those dreadful days in which every power 
of his mind and body was employed to de- 
fend the Republican institutions of his be- 
loved country. 2

STATISTICS OF WIDOWS. 


Everywhere They Are More Numerous 
Than Widowers. 


An European compiler of statistics gives 
the following interesting information with 
regard to widows: In every country the 
number of widowers is smaller than that of 
the widows. In Switzerland the ratio is very 
large, there being 60 per cent of widows to 
every thousand males, with 127 widows to 
every 1,000 females of over 15 years. For a 
European country this is considered a very 
favorable ratio. In all -civilized countries 
the number of widows is at least twice arn 

of widowers. In England the ratio is 114 
in Italy, 136.60. The most favorable is the 
French ratio, 139.73, while in Germany and 
Austria the chances are. particularly slim 
for the widow, the ratio being 130.5 widows 
to every half hundred widewers, and 4 
widowers to 121 widows respectively.

A Hole in a Vessel Can Be Quickly and 
Effectually Sealed.

SECURING PEANUT OIL. 


A Very Important Industry of a French 
City. 


The utilization of peanut oil in the manu- 
facture of soap constitutes an important 
industry in Marseilles, some ingeniously 
operating machinery being used for the 
purpose. After being cleaned and shelled, 
the nuts are made to fall into a triturating 
machine, * — a pair of cast-iron 
rollers, and after — coarsely ground 
the meal passes to — er machine to be 
ground finer, and thence into a long hexa- 
gonal case forming a sieve, while the coarse 
is sent back to the rollers again. The meal 
is then pressed in what are termed “scour- 
tins, made of horsehair, a pressure of 2,850 
ounds to the square inch being exerted and 
eft on for an hour, which suffices to ex- 
tract all that can be obtained in the first 
yield; the meal now passes from the scour- 
tins, 18 ground a second time, heated to a 
temperature of about 158 deg. Fahrenheit, 

and another pressing effect If oil of a 
very fine quality is required, the nuts are 
crushed but once, the partially-ground nuts 
yielding a smaller but fier product. The 
yield varies according to the quality of the 
nuts. 1 e nuts produce about 60 
per cent in the first pressing, the value be- 
ing from 70 to % francs per 100 kilos; the 
second pressure yields about 12 per cent, the 
value of which is from 45 to 60 francs per 
100 kilos. It is stated that the quantity of 
nuts imported to Marseilles for this pur- 
pose in 1893 was more than 7,000,000 pounds. |

Metchnikoff on the theory of. Phagocytosis, 
Kitasato and others on the anti-septic prop- 
erties of blood serum, I formed the conclu- 
sion that the chief and direct basis of im- 
munity was lodged in the blood. When the 
Japanese scientist just mentioned, published 
that properly immunized blood serum was 
efficacious to cure tetanus (lock-jaw), re- 
vealing by this momentous discove the 


great secret of nature’s force in resisting 


this disease, the light to dawn in my 
mind as in that of every medical man, doubt- 
less, that the prevention and cure of conta- 
gions by the use of nature’s own remedy was 
only a question of time. Not many years 
after, came the welcome announcement that 
diphtheria was curable by the use of special- 
ly immunized blood serum. The press also 
reports that investigators in Switzerland 
and France are testing the blood serum of 
the ass in tuberculosis. Now, I beg to re- 
pore that by the same principle which under- 
the anti-toxic serum of Kitasato for te- 
tanus, of Bahring and Roux for diphtheria, 
although the technique of immunization 
necessarily differs in certain details, the 
horse’s blood serum may be rendered an- 
tagonistic to tuberculosis. 
This I have accomplished in laboratory ex- 
ments and the result obtained in treat- 
ng consumptives in the first and second 
8 es and the beginning of the third stage 
indicate very pointedly that sero-therapy 
will master this dreadful plague. Indeed, I 
dared not hope for such universal improve- 
ments as were obtained. While in advanced 
consumption with cavities, or other serious 
lesions, impairing important organs gravely, 
I have not yet arrived at a point where I 
may formulate reliable deductions, I can 
say that a large per cent of the cases seri- 
ously involved, increased in six to eight 
weeks, from five to sixteen pounds in weight

of moment are all questions of great im- 
portance, which-necessarily involve special 
training. Commerctalism might, at any 
moment; by some failure or accident, throw 
discredit on the new treatment, were I to 
éxplain in full before I have completed my 
researches to a point where I may show a 
larger number of improved cases and greater 
benefits, the detafils of procedure in the pro- 
duction of the agent. (I have, by the way, 
no great quantity of serum on hand—not 
enough to offer to the profession, having un- 
der treatment some thirty cases whom I 
have promised and wished to.inject for 
some time to come). The production of the 
serum is costly, and above all, it takes 
months to get the best material. 1 have rea- 
son to belleve, however, that I have found 
the key to shorten materially the time I have 
found necessary to strongly immunize the 
horses now in use.

GOING BEGGING. 


A Missionary Fund of $52,000 Found to 
Be a White Elephant. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—There is a mission- 
ary fund of $62,000 going begging. It is now 
in the hands of the American Missionary 
Association, and that organization has 
found the fund to be such a white elephant 
that it has appealed to the courts for relief. 
Dr. Robert Arthington, a resident of Leeds, 
England, in January, 1879, made a proposi- 
tion to the association to contribute £3,000 to 
establish a missionary station in Africa, The 

roposition was referred to a committee, 
Raving in charge * work in foreign fields, 
of the association. The committee reported 
favorably on the suggestion, and adv 
that an appeal should be made for $35,000 to 
be contributed in addition to what had been 
received, as a fund to establish the mis- 
gion. It was advised that the work should 
be carried on by persons of African descent. 
Mr. O. H. White was commissioned to raise 
funds in England through the Freedman’s 
Missionary Society in London. His efforts 
were successful, so that the contributions 
aggregated $12,000, which was known as the 
Avery fund. In addition to this the asso- 
ciation pledged itself to give $20,000. Two 
missionary were sent to the fleld named in 
1880 to explore and look over the ground and 
see if the scheme was one the society should 
undertake. They reached the mouth of the 
Sobat River just as the Mahdi rebellion 
broke out in the Soudan. They found the 
natives to be of a fighting kind, and barely 
escaped with their lives. The association 
made a proposition to the American com- 
mittee undertake the work. But it de- 


clined. As the association does not know 


what to do with thé money, its counsel has 
obtained an order from Judge Van Brunt of 
the Supreme Court to publish notice on all 
rties interested in an action which has 
cen brought to es instructions concerning 
the disposition of the fund from the court,

NONE CAN ESCAPE. 


Dr. Bertillon Finds Another Way to 
Identity Criminals, 


Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Jan. 16.—Dr. Bertillon, the inge- 
nious Frenchman, who has given the world 
sO many interesting as well as useful nov- 
elties in this line is the author of still an- 
other. This has to do with that most im- 
portant phase of criminal work, the identi- 
fication of handwriting, and he has originat- 
ed an almost infallible means of proving 
authenticity and fastening a given bit of 
writing. upon its author. 

According to this discovery our handwrit- 


ing is influenced by the beating of the pulse, 
by the — 1 strength and speed of the 
pulsations—all having a direct bearing upon 
the formation of letters. The igahie heart: 
beat influences a colorless line in the writ- 
ing a letter without shading or variation in 
— while the gradations in strength, as 
indicated by the pulse, affect the writing in 
gradually stronger lines, until the vigorous, 
powerful pulse produces a heaVy letter, not 
necessarily large, but determined and solid 
in appearance. While these facts are in 
themselves novel and pecular, they are the 
least important in the discovery. 

r. Bertillon bases his plan upon the 
theory, which he announces to be a fact, 
that the pulse beats in no two persons are 
the same, and, as each variety of pulse- 
beat creates a difference in the character of 
the handwrting, it stands to reason that the 
Aer of one's writing that is caused 

y the pulse will always prevail: the beats 
will never change, and there are no other 

s like it. Dr. Bertillon has been ex- 
perimenting with this theory for many years 
and claims to have verified every detail. He 
has photographed miles of handwriting, en- 
larging the letters many times their natur- 
al size and has found in this way the charac- 
teristies to be invariable. 

Dr. Bertillon's method of identification re- 
sulted from close attention to facial pecu- 
liarities that are not affected by time. He 
found that the dimensions of the head, the 
color of the eyes, the shape of the ear or nose 
never changed; that expressions may vary, 
bat measurements never. Since the French 
Government introduced the anthropometri- 
cal system, as Bertillon's is called, identifi- 
cation s have been issued. These bear 
u one side the number of the card,name, 
birthplace, occupation and pedigree of the 
individual, and a detailed description of 
marks or wounds, 

On reverse of the card are two photo- 
graphs of the individual, one full face, the 
other profile. Above and below these are 
the measurements of the height, circumfer- 
ence of bust, stooping and erect, distance 
from hand to hand when the arms are ex- 
tended, height and breadth of ear, color of

He 
soon succeeded in buying the $300 bill and 
told them what bank in Duluth to draw 
through for the amount, and with the 
airs and speed of a “business man from 
Rochester,” he passed out of sight. Four 
or five days later the check came back

ess. 


The year of 1894 has been rather a remark- 
able one for the butter trade, not having 
an equal in uniformity and low prices for 
fine goods. There were no extreme fluctua- 
tions at any time. The market on fine 
creamery opened at 25c and 26c the be- 
ginning of 1894, reached its lowest point, 
I6c and e, in May and June, coming up 
to Be and 24c in August, and not even vary- 
ing a great deal up to the present, when 
260 is the very outside figure. As stated 
the gross average is lower than heretofore 
known on same class of goods—fine cream- 
ery—medium and lower grades also par- 
took in the decline, and there has not been 
a day throughout the year that producers 
of those goods could realize cost of produc- 
tion out of them. 

As à rule creameries are now producing 
a superior article of butter, with less varia- 
tion in quality and far less r butter 
than heretofore. Very few, if any agri- 
cultural pursuits are followed now with the 
same keenness that dairying is. Men of 
capital, intelligence and enterprise are lead- 
ing, and dairy knowledge being spread 
throughout the entire country, not so 
much because of the profit in it directly, 
but because of the results of increasing 
productiveness to the farms, induced by 
the continual care of the stock requisite 
to keep up the supply of milk, weighed 
daily at the creamery before the farmer's 
eyes. Every falling off or shrinkage in his 
milk supply tells the creamery man and 
himself also plainly that the cows have 
been slighted in shelter, feed or care. As

WHAT THE FRENCH WOMEN WANT. 


The Rights They Demand in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. 

Special ce Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, Jan. 17.—French women have ap- 

parently very clear and definite ideas of 

what they want when they demand their 

rights. The ballot’ is not their cry. They 

have, under the leadership of Mme. Patonie- 


Pierre, formulated a programme which they 
have presented to the “Woman’s Right” 
group in Parliament, to be acted upon as 
occasion presents itself. 

In the line of civil rights they demand a 
favorable vote in the Chamber of Deputies 
on the proposition of a law giving all women 
of age, and not deprived of their civil rights, 
the right to act as a witness on all certifi- 
cates and civil documents; they also claim 
the nomination of a committee of forty-four 
members to reconsider and reform the entire 
civil code, and especially to modify article 
8 (which says that every Frenchman shall 
be possessed of civil rights), making it read: 
“Every person, without distinction of sex, 
shall be possessed of civil rights.“ 

When a French woman marries a for- 
eigner, or when a foreign woman marries 
a Frenchman, the woman shall always pre- 
serve her own nationality. The women 
claim the simpHfication of the formalities of 
marriage, the suppression of the first sec- 
tion of article 108, which enacts that a 
married woman may have no other domi- 
cile than that of her husband; that the 
power of the mother be equal to that of the 
father, and that in case of dissent a coun- 
cil formed of male and female members of 
the family be allowed to arbitrate. But the 
most important clauses of the programme 
are by far the following, in which not only 
husbands will refuse to concur, but of which 
the members of the weaker sex themselves 
will not approve. These are the suppres- 
sion of all penalties in cases of adultery; 
the possibility of obtaining a divorce by 
mutual consent; the abolition of regulated 
prostitution, and, when a woman finds her- 
self in the necessity to bring up one or 
more children, she shall receive a subsidy 
from the State. 

The economic rights of women are to be, 
according to their programme, not a par- 
ticle less sweeping. They demand that the 
Chamber of Deputies vote favorably on a 
project of law giving all electoral rights to 
women for election on all the tribunals of 
commerce, Equal work with equal salary 
is to be recognized by the State, and applied 
to all posts in the administration of the 
country. And, that all deposits made in a 
savings bank by a woman may not be with- 
drawn without her authorization, the hus- 
band being denied the right to place an op- 
position against the wife’s withdrawal. 
This last clause will strike every one as 
being only just, and more so in France than 
anywhere else, for the French woman has 
the dual qualities of being a worker 
and a good money saver. 

Their mixed rights call for special classes 
to prepare young women for the different 
examinations, so that they may be in a con- 
dition to compete for the different govern- 
mental posts; the riage to sit on a jury; to 
be made a member of the conseil de famille; 
to be judge on the tribunals of commerce, 
or a member of the council of prudhommes. 
Finally, they demand the abrogation of 
article 42 of the penal code, by which all 
women were assimilated to culprits.

Apparently the new woman is rampant 
in France as well as elsewhere. Surely, no- 
where else does she demand the ht of 
a separate domicile from her husband.

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The recent degradation of Capt. Dreyfus 


of the French Army for having betrayed 
the French plans of mobilization to Ger- 
many was one of the most pitifully spec- 
tacular sights which has occurred in mod- 
ern history. Nearly 3,000 troops, many of 
them being conscripts, witnessed the spec- 
tacle, which commenced at 9 o’clock in the 
morning with the arrival of General Dar- 
rasin in the courtyard, Amid the sound of 
drums and trumpets the troops shouldered 
arms. Then four gunners escorted Capt. 
Dreyfus, to whom the registrar of the court- 
martial read the sentence of military d 
dation. The General next exclaimed: 

fus, you are unworthy to bear arms, and 
we degrade you!” The epaulettes, plume, 
and red stripes were snatehed off by a tall 
adiutant, who subsequently broke the pris- 
oner’s sword in half. With the same sense 
of the dramatic which has characterized 
all the later doitnga of Dreyfus, he cried 
aloud: ‘‘Vive la France! Je jure que je suis 
innocent!“ Long live France! I swear that 
I am innocent.” He was marched in front 
of all the trocps, repeating his assertion 
of innocence to the journalists, who repre- 
sented the French press only. He was finally 
handed over by the gunners to the gen- 
darmes, who conveyed him in a prison van 
to the presence of Dr. Bertillon, who took 
the measurements usual in the case of pris- 
oners. The Prison de la Sante was his next 
2 prior to his exile in the Ile de 
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As a consequence of the treason of Capt. 
Dreyfus, a new law concerning the punish- 
ment of spies and traitors has lately been 
laid before the French Chamber by the Min- 
ister of War, after having been amended in 
five of its articles by the Army Commis- 
sion. As it now stands death will be the 
punishment of treason committed by a 
member of the army or a public officer, and 
— — at hard labor for life if the 
guilty person is a civilian having no offi- 
cial rank. 

Spies will be sentenced to penal servitude 
if anything has resulted from their observa 
tions, but if they have amounted to nothing 
— incarceration, will be their punish- 

ent. 

Any unauthorized person found to have in 
his possession documents relating to the na- 
tional defense, even without intent to make 
treasonable use of them, will be liable to a 
heavy fine and imprisonment. The accused 
will be tried before a court martial, whether 
soldier or civilian. 

The recent public degradation of Capt. 
Dreyfus, while impressive and thrilling, 
was not so dramatic as was the punishment 
meted out to traitors tn France in the six- 
teenth century. The last to undergo that 
solemn ceremonial was a Gascon captain 
named Frangez, who, in 1628, traitorously 
connive at the taking of Fontarabie by 
the Spanish.

after business hours. To those who knew 
him he represented a type that is found to 
a greater extent in Washington than any- 
where else in the country—that of the gen-. 
teel promoter of legislation. 

He was not a lobbyist in the vulgar sense. 
He was not seen about. the lobbies of the 
Capitol button-holing members in recondite 
corners away from the light and from public 
view. His methods were of a-higher order 
of refinement He had an ingratiating man- 
ner, a pleasant address, and he had ample 
conviction to support such Measures as he 
sought to promote. He met members as 
their equal in the social scale, and he sought 
them at their homes and their flresides. 

He had a history—a political history. He 
had been among the pioffeers of the green- 
back movement; he had done more to spread 
the greenback doctrines than any other 
man; and when the greenback movement 
subsided he embraced the doctrines of the 
silver party and in its ranks became one 
of the apostles of free coinage and chief 
counselor to such men as Gen. Warner and 
Pepresen’utive Band, and to Senators Jones 
and Stewart of Nevada, with whom he was 
on terms of intimate friendship. He had 
made a hobby of financial and currency leg- 
islation, and prominent men interested in 
those questions delighted in his company. 

Jones was considerable of a character,“ 
said an old friend of his in the lobby of the 
Riggs House; “he was a man of full habit 
and always went about scrupulously dressed 
and affable in his deportment toward every- 
body. He was generous to a fault. Al- 
though he was often pinched himself, he 
would divide all he had with a person in 
distress. His habits were sociable. He made 
@ great deal of money in his time and spent 
a fortune in conviviality and failure to 
watch the grain market. Everybody liked 
him. There was a time when he owed one 
hotel in this city $1,500 for board. He had 
passed through some hard straits, but he 
paid $1,000 of t in one check and with it 
some smaller bills held against him around 
town. He was nominated once on the 
Greenback ticket for Governor of New 
York, and he knew all the prominent men 
in New York State. He was a great friend 
of Cleveland’s. They first met in Buffalo, 
afterwards in Albany, when Cleveland was 
Governor; and latterly, when Cleveland be- 
came President, he used to go to the White 
House and talk to the President about 
currency matters. He was always a green- 
back and silver man, and he told the Pres- 
ident he was making a mistake in antagoniz- 
ing silver. When Cleveland persisted in his 
course, he finally tired of going to the White 
House, and toward the last he was not so 
kind in his comments on the President as 
he had been previously. 

He e considerable money promoting 
legislation in the Albany Legislature during 
the Tw me. He discovered that he 
had a t for that kind of thing, and 
came to ashington where the field was 
larger. I think the ver bullion people 
carried him the pay roll to some extent 
for information on the tendency of national 
legislation, because he always had money. 
At one time he became interested in grain 
speculation, amd cleaned up between $80,000 
and 990,000 in one season. Then he thought 
the world was his, jand he went to New 
York. He fell in with a convivial crowd of 
good fellows about the Hoffman House, the 
Gilsey and Fifth Avenue, and became 
reckless. If with his convivial habits he had 
watched the ticker he might have pros- 
pered; but, as I say, he became reckless, and 
gave orders to sell and buy immense quan- 
tities of grain as though he was dealing in 
old clothes. In less than two years his for- 
tune was dissipated and he came back to 
Washington to start anew. 

His success varied, He made a little 
money now and then on a piece of legisla- 
tion on which he got a rake-off, but it wasn’t 
much, I dare say. He had his own way of 
promoting legislation in which he was in- 
terested. He had a host of friends in Con- 
gress, and he would go to them quietly and 
explain the merits of the bill, and ask them 
to vote for it. ‘It'll help me,’ he would say; 
and the answer would always be: ‘All right, 
Uncle George, I'll help you.’ You see, he 
was 70 years old, and rather a venerable- 
looking man, and his friends always spoke 
of him as ‘Uncle George.’ 

“About three years ago,“ continued his 
old friend, “he was retained in a big Indian 
claim, which a man from Arkansas named 
McKee was trying to push through Congress 
under a power of attorney. The claim in- 
volved $2,900,000, and Uncle George was to 
get a big slice of it if it passed. He worked 
hard, and finally they got it through Con- 
gress and it was paid. What does that man 


after paying a certain Washington attorney 
$50,000; leaving the rest of the crowd who 
had worked their toe nails off to get it 
passed to hold the bag. McKee went to 
Canada via Puget Sound.

TO STUDY PSYCHOLOGY. 


Prof. Josiah Royce of Harvard University 
to Lecture Here. 


Prof. Josiah Royce of Harvard University 
has been invited to come to St. Louis again 
to give a course of six lectures, introductory 
to the practical study of psychology. 

These lectures will be given daily from 
Jan. 28 to Feb. 2, at 4 o'clock p. m., in the 
assembly-room of the Board of Education 
Building, Ninth and Locust streets. 

The outline of the work for the six lect- 

ures is as follows: 

1. General analysis and classification of 
mental functions and processes. 

2. The physical relations of mental life; 
the norma! growth of mind. 

3. How the mind is organized; tendencies 
that oppose healthy organization; uncon- 
scious and segmented processes and ideas. 

4. Illustrations of the growth of character 
and intellect; in connection. with a recent 
study of the place of imitation in the Mfe of 
children and youth. 

5. On mental diagnosis, and on the study 
of anomalous and problematic characters 
and processes. 

6. Some illustrations of the relations be- 
tween psychological studies and educational 
methods.
